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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1. Applicant's election without traverse of Group I, claims 1-28 and 33, in the reply 
filed on 4/4/05 is acknowledged. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claims 1 and 33 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Olszewski U.S. Patent No. 4,4333,990. For example, Olszewski discloses a method for 
cryogenic air separation plant design which- comprises: (a) preparing a detailed design 
for a cryogenic air separation plant in a first product line, wherein the detailed design 
includes a detailed design of an engineered component, and wherein the engineered 
component includes at least one of a feed air cleanup system, a main heat exchanger, 
a reboiler, a distillation column section, a cold enclosure, a main air compression 
system, an air booster compressor, a gas expander, a recycle compressor, a process 
control system, a warm piping system, a cold piping system, a cryogenic liquid pump, 
and a product gas compressor, and (b) preparing a detailed design for another 
cryogenic air separation plant in a second product line different from the first product 
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line using the detailed design of the engineered component (e.g., col. 3 line 35 - col. 5 
line 24). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 2-28 are allowed.
